INDIAN SUMMER 


IHE time worn assumption that Cape Cod rolls up its beaches and packs away its 
scenery after Labor Day has been relegated to the department of misinformation along 
with other Old Wives’ tales and superstitions. Now, more than ever before, the Cape 
is especially attractive to autumn visitors. Here is a vacation spot where you may con- 
tinue to enjoy all the outdoor living of the regular summer resort season far into the fall. 


Although summer theatres and other seasonal businesses must close their doors until 
another year, the Cape still hums with activity and becomes a vacation paradise for the 
fortunate visitors who can stay through our most irresistible season—Indian Summer. No 
other part of New England can boast such a long season of fine clear days that remain 
warm enough for ocean swimming and sunbathing. Because of its location, surrounded 
by the sea and touched by part of the Gulf Stream, the Cape still basks in the reflected 
warmth of summer temperatures. An unhurried holiday on the Cape, during Indian 
Summer when the days are bright and blue, free from the high pitched life of a resort, 
is an experience you will not forget, and one you will want to repeat. 


The sailing weather is ideal through the autumn and the hundreds of fresh water 
ponds and lakes, fringed with pines and golden foliage, provide excellent pickerel, trout 
‘and salmon fishing. For the saltwater sportsman Cape Cod Bay holds striped bass, blue 
fish, and giant bluefin tuna. In late September and October the hunters arrive for the 
upland game season—duck, partridge, and pheasants. 


The shutterbugs set up their tripods all over the Cape during these crystal clear days, 
on the dunes, by the lakes, in the pine woods, snapping the unusual beauty of Indian 
Summer. The beach plums are ripe, along with the heavily laden grape vines and cran- 
berries. 


This year there are several sports events of national importance here on the sandy 
peninsula. From August 28 through September 11 there will be the second annual Cape 
Cod Tuna Tournament, and the third annual Indian Summer Golf Tournament, with 
prizes totaling $5,000, will be held between October 6 and 8 on the Cape’s finest courses. 


For the second time in the Cape’s history an important archery event will be held 
here this fall. The Massachusetts Field Archery Association is holding a tournament on 
the 14th and 15th of October at the Cape Cod Ranch in Cummaquid. 


For those who are less actively inclined there are still many antique haunts, attrac- 
tive shops, and historic landmarks open for browsing. The scent of the pine and tang 
of the sea is bound to whip up healthy appetites and most of our finest restaurants and 
inns will be open to satisfy them. Antique Open House is being held by the finest shops 
for your pleasure.

passed since George S. Kaufman wrote 
his play about the theatre, “The Fabulous 
Invalid,” theatrical prognosticators have 
declared the patient too feeble to live 
much longer. Many have gone so far as 
to say the Invalid died long ago and only 
the ghost now plays. But here on the 
Cape we have found a sanitorium and 
cured the patient. : 








There are about a dozen strawhatters 
on the highways and tucked behind the 
dunes, and the Cape Playhouse was one 
of the earliest to prove that theatre in 
the country is one of our most successful 
arts. In 1927, when the silo circuit was 
just being mapped out, the Playhouse was 
built in Dennis. Next summer we will 
celebrate our twenty-fifth anniversary 
with one of our best exciting programs 
of fine theatre. 


The story goes that a Hollywood agent 
dubbed the Playhouse “the cradle of the 
stars” when he went through the files on 
his clients and discovered how many of 
them had received their training in Den- 
nis, or started on the ladder to stardom 
there. Robert Montgomery moved from 
resident actor to Hollywood stardom in 
1928, as did Gregory Peck in 1942. Bette 
Davis worked her way up from usher to

opprentice, to resident ingenue, then to 
West Coast fame. Others who got their 
first breaks include Martha Scott, Henry 
Fonda, Anne Baxter, Robert Ryan and 
Mel Ferrer. 

In addition to being a training ground 
for the stars, the Cape Playhouse has al- 
ways presented productions of the high- 
est professional caliber, starring the great 
names of stage and screen. Because so 
many stars have welcomed the opportun- 
ity to play here, and audiences have 
driven many miles to see first class the- 
atre here, the Playhouse has won the 
title “America’s Most Famous Summer 
Theatre.”

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A WORD FROM THE AUTHOR 


(From Theatre Arts, July 1949) 


S a result of a great deal of snooping 

and butting-in I have managed a slight 
acquaintance with a large number of 
elderly people. In addition it has been 
my good fortune to know a few elderly 
people quite well. Having reached the 
age where bobby-soxers call me ‘sir,’ I 
am prepared to report on my elders. Al- 
low me to state at this point that I have 
no qualifications for making such a report. 
Since my mind is not cluttered up with 
information on the subject I can afford 
to be dogmatic. Elderly people have full, 
rich, rewarding lives if none of the fol- 
lowing conditions is in effect: (a) They 
are supported by relations who treat them 
as invalids (b) They are denied gainful 
or useful occupation (¢) Cooped up in a 
home for the aged (d) Treated as mem- 
bers of a separate and peculiar race. 

The happiest man I ever met was a man 
who had no desire to live past the age of 
75 until he became 75 years old. At that 
time he decided that every day he lived 
was velvet. He set out to burn the candle 
at both ends. He traded in his Buick 
sedan for a red convertible, bought two 
tuxedos, a white mess jacket, three cases

of Ballantine whiskey, golf clubs, a set 
of dancing lessons and a book on how to 
mix cocktails. A short time later I met 


him in a nightclub in the company of a 


very attractive widow. That was four 
years ago and he’s still going strong. He’s 
happy, alert and interested in everything 
in the world. He’s promised to come to 
my funeral and dance a jig on the grave. 
I’m sure he will. 

The saddest man I ever met is a man 
of seventy-four who lives with his son 
and daughter-in-law. He has no work or 


interests and sits about the house all day 


with a growing concern for his own well- 
being. His daughter-in-law treats him as 
one would an invalid and contributes to 
his own notion that his life is over. He 
speaks wistfully of the past, complaining- 
ly of the present and avoids all mention 
of the future, 

Another happy man I know is an in- 
ventor, botanist, dog fancier, astronomer, 
painter, poet, bird watcher and tax dodger. 
He isn’t good at any of the things but 
they keep him too busy to remember that 
he’s 87 years old. 

Although most large factories, mills, 
stores and offices have compulsory retire- 
ment rules applying at the age of 65 it 
does not seem to jibe with the fact that 
we recently elected to the presidency of 
the United States a man who will be 
over 65 before his four year term of office 
is over. Since many of the most important 
tasks in this country are performed by 
men in their seventies and eighties, and 
performed exceedingly well, it is difficult 
to understand the shelving of 65 year olds 
in the lower ranks of business industry. 

Lest it be thought that I would like to 
see everybody work to his dying day, con- 
struct his own coffin and dig his own 
grave, let me say that pure loafing is a 
wonderful way to pass the time.

yore University has a new unofficial graduate school this summer. Most people know 

about Yale in China, but few know of Yale on Cape Cod. In June, the Yale drama 
students stormed the Bourne and Sagamore bridges and the invasion was on—to the bene- 
fit of Dennis, Chatham, and Provincetown theatres. 


Here at the Cape Playhouse three of our technicians are from Eli; our director, Arthur 
Sircom, is a graduate; and Eugene Fitsch, scenic designer, is a lecturer and teacher at 
the Drama School. Richard Aldrich, whose colors are definitely Crimson, says he has 
nothing against the Bulldogs and welcomes the opportunity to show them what Harvard 
can do for them. 


Our new technical director, Charles Levy, has one more year at Yale Drama School 
where he is majoring in technical production and lighting for his Master of Fine Arts 
degree. Chuck graduated from Brooklyn College, but was forced to 
put off his graduate work at the request of Uncle Sam. After three 
years with the army in the European Theatre, he headed for New 
Haven. This spring before coming to the Playhouse he acted as tech- 
nical director and lighting designer for the Players Company pro- 
duction of Pirandello’s “Right You Are” in New York. This off- 
Broadway production was his first show away from New Haven, where 
he has worked on many of the Yale major and experimental produc- 
tions, including “Bonds of Interest,” “I’ve Met You Before,” and was 
assistant designer for “Faust.” Here at the Playhouse Chuck’s major 
job is building our sets. In one week’s time he produces everything 
from a Norwegian fiord to a luxurious livingroom, or an enchanted forest. 





Two weeks ago “Dear Brutus” was acclaimed one of the most beautiful of Playhouse 
productions. Much of the atmosphere of enchantment came from the 
original music for harp composed by Van Williams, one of our as- 
sistant stage managers and musician par-excellence. When Arthur 
Sircom was planning the Playhouse’s opening production, “Caesar and 
Cleopatra,” he wanted original harp music, and was delighted to find 
that the Playhouse had the rare distinction of having a harpist on 
the staff. Van travelled with the “Caesar” company and returned to 
Dennis in time to play a medley of songs for “Traveller’s Joy.” Van 
left his native Texas to study at Yale Drama School where he gradu- 
ated this spring as an acting major. While at Yale he appeared in 
several major productions and played the leads in the workshop pro- 
ductions “All the King’s Men,” “Caligula,” and “Beyond the Horizon.” 





One of Van’s hobbies is making and collecting masks, which grew out of his work 
with marionettes years ago. His interest in masks led to makeup, which he excels in, 
and this last year Van won a scholarship at Yale to teach makeup. When they did Strind- 
berg’s “Ghost Sonata” Van created and executed special makeups, composed the music, 
and acted one of the principal roles. Van’s debut on TV was as a harpist, and this spring 
he arranged and played Irish harp music for the Equity Library Drama Festival in New 
York. This is his first season on the Cape, but he has several seasons of summer stock 
acting to his credit at Bridgehampton, L. I., and Newbury, Mass., where he played a great 
variety of roles, including the juvenile lead opposite Uta Hagen in “Dark Eyes.” This 
week is the first time Cape audiences have had a chance to meet Van Williams, actor. 


The only differences Tom Tryon has had with fellow-technicians this summer is over 
their appearance, as he sees them. In his rare minutes of inaction—at the switchboard, on 
the fly floor high above the stage, in the scene shop waiting for paint to dry—Tom has 
had his sketchbook out. His personal record of the summer is satir- 
ically amusing and sometimes bitterly accurate. The Cape Playhouse 
Restaurant guests have had many chuckles over his weekly caricaturs 
of the stars there. but most of them do not realize that the attractive 
murals are also Tiom’s work. Tom was in the class of 49 at Yale in 
the School of Fine Arts. Last winter he studied at the Art Students’ 
League in New York. Tom has always been interested in the theatre 
but brushed it off in favor of his art. Last summer he visited Dennis 
for a weekend, which turned into a ten-day vacation. The good im- 
pression was mutual and this summer he joined the staff of technicians. 
In addition to acting as resident artist, he has worked with the electrical department, been 
a stagehand, worked in the scene shop, and has seen to it that apprentices never lacked 
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for work. Tom’s previous stage appearances were in the very young juvenile depart- 
ment in his home town in Wethersfield, Conn., and later in school. This summer when 
he arrived in Dennis he found he was going on the stage immediately—as a Roman 
soldier in “Caesar and Cleopatra’—then he joined the British army for “The Devil’s Dis- 
ciple.’ This week Tom is playing his first real part—and he was not type cast for his 
old school tie, or military bearing. 


When the Yale banners were hung on the set last week, you may be sure the prop 
girl had nothing to do with it. In fact, Bunny Hart saw to it that the Harvard banner 
was placed well down stage. This is Bunny’s fifth official summer at the Playhouse— 
that is the fifth summer she has been assigned a job. She has been coming to Dennis 
since she was nine, and was put to work tacking stair carpets and soaping mirrors at 


a very early age. One season her father, Francis Hart, late vice president of the Raymond 
Moore Foundation, sent her to Nobscosset Camp here in Dennis, but if he was afraid 
she might get stage-struck he need not have bothered. The theatre was all work and no 
glamor to Bunny at the age, and with her bright red curls and natural votality she was 


a match for any temperament, including Miss Bankhead’s—as she proved at the age of | 


ten. 


After graduating from Newton High School, Bunny went to Bradford Junior Col- 
lege where she immeédiately joined the Masqueraders, the college drama group, and this 
year, as a senior, was elected president. For two years she did the lighting of their 
productions, and appeared as a actress just once, as Shotput in “Nine Girls.’ But her 
interests are not one-sided—Bunny was on the tennis team, a citizenship leader, on the 
student government board, and when she graduated this June was awarded a prize for 
character and good influence on the student body. 


During the last five summers Bunny has driven over the countryside in the old gray 
station wagon known as “Bessie,” hunting props for the Playhouse productions. Last 
season she had bit parts in “The Corn is Green,” and “Escape Me Never,” and last week 
she played Jo in “Goodbye, My Fancy.” Next fall will be her first time in New York 
as a resident and she hopes to find a niche in the theatre or radio there.
